A coop deal of attentioa 
has been directed lately to 
the coment of plays. 
Since the official Ceasor 
placed a ban on the pro- 
duction of some of tho 
masterpieces of the great 
foreign dramatists, the 
question of censorship has 
been hotiy debated, and . , 
opinion -is- divided on the point. A deputation of 
some celebrated playwrights, including J. M. Barrie, 
Sir W. 8. Gilbert, and A. W. Pinero, visited the 
Home Secretary recently to plead for less harsh 
restrictions. , 

Although most people have heard of the Censor of 
Plays, they may not bo aware that a number of un-

There is, for instance, the censor of pictorial advertise- 
ments, who éxercises sway over our hoardings. 

Previous to his appointment there was practically 
no restriction upon pictorial advertisements, and cer- 
tain posters which appeared aroused a storm of debate, 
as they were considered to outrage public taste. An 
agitation was started with o view of placing all 
pictorial advertisements under the control of the 
municipal authorities and the police. 

The principal bill-posting firms felt that this might 
seriously affect their interests, and took the question 
up themselves. They formed a poster censorship 
committee, and appointed as secretary Mr. Walter 
Hill, a gentleman of long experience in the bill- 
posting world. 

They agreed not to post any advertisement which 
he might consider objectionable. Every design for 
a new poster has now to be submitted to him, and 
any which are of a gruesome or blood-curdling nature 
are promptly rejected. The result has been that 
posters of genuine artistic merit now adorn our 
hoardings, as anyone can see for themselves. 

In the art world, forgeries of Old Masters are not 
uncommon, and sometimes even find their way into 
public institutions. To guard against this the National 
Gallery have the services of an art censor at their 
disposal, who also acts for large firms like Christie's. 
Every doubtful picture is submitted to him, and 
only those which are genuine are allowed to pass. 

The large firms of stamp dealers also employ an 
expert to detect forgeries, 80 that philatelists may be 
sure of obtaining but genuine specimens. 

Although there is n6 censor of the press in this 
country, such firms as Meesrs. W. H. Smith &

pices to a severe censorship at the hands of the 
food inspectors. 

_The Jockey Club, as is well known, exercises 8 
rigorous censorship over all matters relating to t 
Turf. Its laws, so far as racing goes, are as the law# 
of the Medes and Persians. The stewards of the club, 
numbering only three, practically hold in the hollow 
of their hands the fate of every jockey, trainer, a” 
racehorse owner, as well as of the many officials con- 
nected with the racecourse. 

All jockeys must receive their licenses from the 
stewards before they are permitted to ride. 
stewards also have to see that all horses entered for 
the classic races are thoroughbreds, of establish 
pedigree, and limited age. More than onco 1m tho 
past an effort has been made to pull off an important 
race with a horse over the stipulated age, but su 
attempts have invariably been detected. . 

Jockeys and trainers guilty of any shady, practices 
are promptly “warned off,” a fate which they drea 
just as much as a solicitor dreads being struck © 
the rolls. Owners themselves have more than onco 
suffered a similar fate, and it is intcresting to note 
that, when they have appealed from the decision, an
